Maprip, April 4.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Great excitement was 
causedtoday by the discovery of an 
Anarchist plot to blow up the Chamber 
of Deputies. The police had received 
information that two foreign Anar- 
chists. were conspiring with Spanish 
Anarchists to blow up public buildings. 
This afternoon the suspects, a French- 
man named Duval and a Portuguese 
named Furiera, left their houses, each 
carrying a parcel wrapped in newspa- 
pers. The police watched them. At 
the Cortes building both placed them- 
selves before the door leading to the 
Chamber of Deputies. The police then 
decided to arrest them. They had con- 
ical bombs inclosed in cast-Iron cases, 
each having a three-minute fuse. The 
bombs weighed eight pounds each, 

The prisoners, who had the appear- 
ance of workmen, were conveyed to the 
Ministry of the Interior and search- 
ingly examined. Documents were 
found on them containing the orders of 
the Cosmopolitan Society, according 
to which they were to blow up the 
Chamber of Deputies, the Senate, law 
courts, Counci! of State, Ministry of 
War, Royal palaces and Bank of Spain 
in the order named, the wore to be 
completed detore May 1. 

Each prisoner maed a 0 but 
it is not known whether they gave a 
clew to their fellow conspirators or the 
scope of their plots. 

The prisoners admit connection with 
the Paris anarchists.

MRS. MONTAGUE SENTENCED. 


Given One Year at Hard Labor for Killing 
Her Child, 

Desiin, April 4.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Mrs. Montague, 
charged with cruelty toward her chil- 
dren and causing the death of one of 
them by tying her up by her hands in 
such a way that she was strangled to 
death, has been found guilty of man- 
slaughter and sentenced to imprison- 
ment for one year at hard labor. 

Counsel for defense asked the jury to 
avoid the influence of the savage outcry 
against the prisoner. She might have 
made a mistake in correcting her chil- 
dren under the stern idea of duty, but 
that was without criminality. The 
. prisoner wept copiously as her connsel 
proceeded to make a sympathetic ap- 
peal to the jury. He said she was the 
greatest sufferer by the death of her 
children and she was also about to be- 
come a mother—her eighth child. 

The verdict was accompanied with a 
recommendation to mercy on the ground 
that the prisoner had acted undera 
mistaken sense of duty. 


Disastrous Result of a Strike. 

Loxpon, April 4.—The effects of the 
coal miners’ strike in Durham promise 
most disastrous results. Coal in the 
large factories is almost gone and soon 
many failures of well-known firms are 
expected. All berths on the river Tyne 
are filled with idle vessels. Coal yards 
upon which whole communities depend 
for a living are idle. There is a grave 
crisis in trade and industry in the north 
of England.

Tornadoes Again Sweep Over 
Kansas. 


Many Dwellings Wrecked and a Few 
Persons Killed. 


An Illinois Village Almost Obliter- 
ated by a Cyclone. 


A Farious Blizzard Raging in Nebraska 
and the Dakotas—Deep Snow and 
Heavy Gales in Colorado— 

Trains Blockaded,

Kansas Crrr, April 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A storm of great inten- 
sity prevailed last night in Kansas and 
Western Missouri. Telegraph wires, 
only partially restored, were again laid 
to the ground. Advices are meager. 
As far as known they are as follows: 

At Cherryvale, Kan., six houses were 
destroyed and two people killed. 

At Burlington 100 houses had win- 
dows broken by hail and much damage 
was done fruit trees and crops. The 
hail-stones are said to have been eight 
inches in circumference. 

There was a similar storm at Emporia 
and much damage at Fort Scott. Many 
roofs were blown away. Stables were 
demolished and outhouses blown down. 
Several people were painfully injured, 
but there was no loss of life. 

At Garland nearly every window in 
the town was smashed and crops in the 
surrounding country were greatly dam- 

d. 


At Bosworth six houses were demol- 
ished in the path of the storm. 

The storm besides being similar to a 
tornado was accompanied bya water- 
spout, which flooded all the creeks. 
Wankunka Creek is out of its banks. 
The roads are inundated and fields for 
miles are under water. Crops are en- 
tirely washed out and farmers will be 
obliged to replant. 

Advices from all over Kansas report 
the prevalence of a gale and grave ac- 
counts of damage, which, however, are 
confined in all cases to leveled dwell- 
ings, broken windows and signs and 
wrecked roofs. 

In this city the wind blew a hurricane 
dpring the entire afternoon, and schools 
were dismissed, but there was no cy- 
clone and the damage was slight. 

Cusrurvate (Kin.,) April 4.—A mile 
east of here last night a tornado de- 
molished half a dozen houses and killed 
two persons, names unknown. 

Dexter, Cowler county, is also re- 
ported to have suffered by the wind.

Co, | F Asks to be Mustered Out—Resigna- 
tion of the Officers. 

Co. F, of the National Guard, held a 
meeting last night for the purpose of 
more fully discussing the situation re- 
garding the colonelcy of the regiment. 

The following petition was signed by 
all the members present, comprising 
nearly the entire company, and was 
mailed in time to go north on the night 
train last evening: 

Brig.-Gen. C. C. Allen, Adjutant General of 
California, Sacrame in: We, the un- 
dersigned members of Co. F. Seventh Reg- 
iment of Infantry, N.G.C., hereby respect- 
fully ask to be mustered outof the service 
of the State of California. We find on de- 
liberation that we cannot serve under Col. 
W. H. H. Russell, and still retain our self. 
respect as soldiers and gentlemen. 

Capt. Chappelear, First Lieut. Shaw 
and Second Lieut. Anderson, the three 
commissioned officers of the company, 
have also filled out their resignations, 
which are addressed as above to the 
Adjutant-General, and read as follows: 

I have the honor to tender this, my resig- 
nation, asa member of the National Guard 
of California. I cannot serve under Col. 
W. H. H. Russell without sacrificing my 
self-respect, at the same time lowering my- 
selfin the estimation of the officers. and 
men of my company. 

These resignations will be forwarded 
at once, it being necessary in deference 
to military etquette that they pass first 
through regiment and brigade head- 
quarters. 

As announced in Tun Times of yester- 
day the officers and men of Co. A have 
already forwarded their resignations 
and a request to be mustered out of the 
State service. Co. C will hold a meet- 
ing tomorrow evening at which time it 
is probable that similar action will be 
taken by its members. 

Among other business transacted by 
Co. F last night was the selection of 
the following committees to have 
charge of the preliminaries for a ball 
to be given at the armory Friday even- 
ing April 29: 

Executive Committee—Corps. Rey- 
nolds and Rudy, Sergts. Moore and Tau- 
ner and Private George. 

Committee on Decorations—Corp. 
Maloney, Lieut. Anderson, Privates 
Phelps, Hicks, Woodward and Dodge. 

Maj. F. K. Ainsworth, surgeon of the 
regiment, yesterday forwarded his res- 
ignation to headquarters. 

It was learned yesterday that Lieut.- 
Col. Howland had been placed under ar- 
rest by Col. Russell several days ago, 
but that the colonel found that he had 
been too previous, and Col. Howland 
had been released, Russell wrote How- 
land, ordering him to turn over the reg- 
imental effects and Howland not obey- 
ing promptly enough was placed under 
arrest by letter.

RECEPTION TO PRESIDENT ELIOT. 

The reception tendered last evening 
by the Unity Club’to Charles W. Eliot, 
president of Harvard University, was 
characterized by adegree both of ele- 
gance and informality entirely appro- 
priate to the occasion. The large audi- 
torium of Unity Church, corner Third 
and Hill streets, where the reception 
was held, was thronged with the cul- 
tured men and women of the city. The 
number ofinvitations issued were suf- 
ficiently limited in number to avoid a 
crush; the pews were removed from the 
center of the church and ample room 
was afforded for the hundreds of people 
who pressed forward to the front of the 
alter where stood the tall form of the 
president of Harvard, the first yniver- 
sity of the New World. Beside him 
stood the president of the Unity Club, 
G. A. Dobinson, who presented the peo- 
ple as they came to take the hand of 
the distinguished visitor. In the little 
nook at one side Mrs. Eliot, arrayed in 
a beautiful gown of marine blue silk 
with trimmings of irridescent passe- 
menterie, held court, and beside her 
stood Mrs. C. M. Severance, who pre- 
sented the guests in turn to the wife of 
the distinguished educator. 

The altar was massed with choice 
flowers against a background of green. 
From the west wall Harvard’s motto, 
Veritas et Christus,’’ flamed in crim- 
son blassoms and on the opposite wall 
was California’s watchword, Eureka, 
in her golden poppies. 

A long table at the rear of the audi- 
torium was laden with delicate refresh- 
ments and exquisitely decorated with 
roses. A raised panel of Beauty of 
Glazenwood roses formed the center- 
piece, and crystal canoes and bowls 
and jars were filled with great crimson 
and pink and creamy beauties and 
placed all along the léngth of the table. 
Lemonade in cut-glass punchbowls was 
placed on a side table, and here the 
guests were free to come and partake 
whenever they chose during the even- 
ing. 

A number of ladies of the club, 
Mmes. D. G. Stephens, Chapman, Hen- 
dricks, Dobinson, Pattee, Butler and 
Judson, acted as a reception commit- 
tee. 

Arend’s orchestra was stationed in 
the choir loft and discoursed music at 
intervals throughout the evening. All 
creeds were represented in the throng. 

After President Eliot had been pre- 
sented to each of the three or four 
hundred people individually, he was 
escorted to the pulpit platform by the 
president of the club, and formally in- 
troduced by him through a letter from 
Rev. Dr. Fay, who, in his expression of 
regrets at being unable to be present, 
referred to Presidert Eliot in the most 
laudatory terms as a man who every- 
where and always’ had the courage of 
his convcitions, and Who was, beyond a 
question, the highest authority on edu- 
cation in the United States and a fit 
representative of New €ngland Uni- 
tarianism, In response to the applause 
which greeted him, President Eliot 
arose and spoke briefly and ina manner 
as simple and unaffected as a child. He 
said that first impressions were pro- 
verbiallv dangerous. This is the first 
time he has visited this coast and during 
their stay here he said, he and Mrs. Eliot 
have been continually making compar- 
isons between it and other countries 
they. have visited in the old world. 
Coming over the Sierras into the sun- 
shine of California. is like going over 
the passes in the Swiss mountains 
through snow and ice into the orange 
groves and vineyards and grain fields of 
Italy. There is a wonderful similarity 
inthe vegetation and crops; the lux- 
uriousness and semi-tropic growths of 
California and the countries bordering 
the Mediterranean. Day by day,“ he 
said, we have noted and remarked 
upon these countless resemblances, but 
you have a‘ vastly more hopeful country 
here than are those Mediterranean coun- 
tries with their melancholy impression 
of departed greatness. And why is it 
so? First of all you have peace. War 
has been the great desolater of those 
countries. Here we are exempt from 
war or the fear of it. Our great coun- 
try stretches from sea to sea with no 
neighbors to molest us. Over there it 
is divided in small-provinces. 

‘*Second, we have religious liberty 
for every opinion, while across the 
ocean they have not, and third, we 
have a general education. It is a func- 
tion of American people to develop a 
good universal education. I want to 
congratulate you upon the scale on 
which you conduct your schools in Cali- 
fornia. I haven't yet got used to the 
enormous difference in our own State 
laws. You have a State tax anda 
county tax in addition to your municipal 
tax; in New England we have only the 
municipal tax. In our New England 
rural districts we find teachers em- 
ployed at a salary of 84 or 84.50 per 
week—here you have fine country 
school buildings and well-paid school 
mistresses. 

In addition to your splendid school 
system you have an admirable free pub- 
lic library, splendidly managed and 
filled with an excellent selection of 
books. 

And so We see that the real basis of 
a nation, and the hope of this great 
State in particular, is—peace, religious 
liberty and universal education, our 
sure resources and the means of a happy 
development and a _ far-reaching fu- 
ture.“ 

Today President and Mrs. Eliot, accom- 
panied by Mr. and Mrs. M. S. Severance 
and others, drive out to Pasadena ina 
four-in-hand, stopping at the Raymond, 
where they will remain till Friday, 
President Eliot meanwhile taking a run 
downto San Bernardino. On Friday 
he goes to Santa Barbara and thence 
north to Monterey and East over the 
Union Pacific.

Fruit Shipments.-Some Interesting 
Figures. 
We have before us a pamphlet em- 
bodying the proceedings of the Cali- 
fornia State Board of Trade at its ses- 
sion on March 8. Besides a report. 
of the routine business transacted 
there are papers from Gen. N. P. Chip- 
man on the fruit industries of Cali- 
fornia, and on the rivers and harbors of 
the State. Both are valuable docu- 
ments. That on fruit interests is es- 


pecially interesting, as it gives com- 


parative tables of shipments from 
Northern and Southern California, the 
dividing point being Tehachepi.

Thus it appears that about 85 per 
cent. of the deciduous fruit went from 
Northern California, while practically. 
all of the citrus fruits went from South- 
ern California. 

Compared with the shipments of 1890 
it appears that there Was a falling off 
in canned fruit amounting to 776 car 
loads, But mere was an increase of 
green and citrus fruits combined 
amounting to 2801 carloads. This, it 
should be borne in mind, was an ad- 


| vance over what was considered a phe- 


nomenal year (1890,) when California 
crops were abundant and there was 
almost a total failure of fruits in the 
East. The lesson of these figures,’’ 
Gen. Chipman says, is an important 
one,’’ and he adds: ä 


If this fruit had gone to the canners at 
the usual prices it would have relieved the 
necessity of excessive green fruit ship- 
ments at smaller profits. But the canners 
could not contract to sell sufficient of their 
goods at remunerative prices in the East, 
and this arose from the large truit crop 
East; and I think from the further reason 
thatin 1890 our prices were so high that 
only the luxuriant rich could buy, and this 
drove the general consumers to resort to 
substitutionsin 1891. 

This board has made commendable efforts 
to extend our dried fruit and canned 
fruit markets into the United King- 
dom, and if these efforts had been 
seconded or aided adequately by the 
fruit-growers and dealers we would have 
been prepared by another year to extend 
our markets to other countries than oui 
Eastern States, and where prices would be 
even more favorable. 

Our fruit-growers must give more intelli- 
gent attention to the markets or they must 
expect recurrences of 1891. 

There is no kind of doubt that the United 
Kingdom and the continent would con- 
stantly increase the consumption, and, to. 
gether with our own markets, take all the 
fruit we are likely to grow for many years, 
and I think always; but we must introduce 
and push our goods, if we would sell them. 
We had to seek even our own Eastern 
markets and push ourselves into them; and 
so we must elsewhere. 


The canned fruits shipped by sea in 
1891 amounted to 15,228,440 pounds, 
or 762 carloads. Of this 172,078 
cases went to England, none went to 
France and only 8 cases to Germany. 

Canned fruits show a decrease for the 
preceding year of 1527 carloads. 
There was also a decrease in the ship- 
ments of dried fruits, other than 
raisins and prunes.

In the sbipment of dried fruits the 
North gained about 875 carloads, while 
the South lost about 926 carloads. 

The South produces about all of the 
walnuts and the North about all of the 
almonds. 

The South lost 6,054,150 pounds in 
raisin shipments and the North gained 
8,884,520 pounds. The increase was 
nearly all in the Fresno district.

Gen. Chipman says: 
The fruit-growing industry is increasing 
very rapidly; but a serious and ever pres. 
ent factor is the marketing of our products. 
Our growers seem to be lending all their 
energies to produce new orchards, while 
only a few stop to consider the market. 
In the sense that wheat is an article of 
food, fruitis not; although it is fast be- 
coming a necessity in well-to-do families 
everywhere. Wheat will sell itself, and 
will stand long storage and long voyages, 
put fruit willnot. The greatest needs at 
this moment to permanent success are in- 
telligent and adequate methods to reach 
consumers. We already know that the 
people want our fruit; we don't yet know 
the best way to place it within their reach 
The transportation companies, I think, 
can be relied upon to aid in extending our 
markets. But we must goto them with in- 
telligent exhibits of the business as a whole, 
and show them the importance of main- 
taining it at profitable rates to the grower. 
There is no doubt in my mind that a 
transportation company that can haul 
sugar for 60 cents a hundred from San 
Francisco to St. Louis, or asphaltum from 
Fresno to New York for even less, can haul 
fruit for less than $1.50 per hundred 
unds, when the business requires it.

Los ANGELES, April 2.—[To the Editor of 
rae Times.) There remain some few an- 
omalies in our marriage laws that demand 
regulation. The daily papers, some time 
since, called attention to a case in 
which a destitute orphan rl, 14% 
years of age, engaged herself to marry 
a man. who had attained his ma- 
jority. Under these circumstances the 
male contracting party applied to tne 
County Clerk for a license, but that officer 
did not feel justified in issuing this in view 
of the provision of section 56 of the Civil 
Code, which provides that any unmarried 
male of the age of 18 years, or upward, 
and any unmarried female of the age ot 15 
years, or upward,’’ etc., are capable of 
consenting to and consum matin * 

Section 67 of the same e provides 
that all persons about to be joined in mar. 
riage must first obtain a license therefor,’ 
etc. That “if the male be under the age of 
21. or the female under the age of 18 
years, the consent of the father, mother, or 
guardian, or of one having the charge of 
such person,’’ must be given in the manner 
provided. 

To meet the requirement of this statute 
it appears that the youth, in this instance, 
was provided with the written consent of 


the maiden's guardian. But to no purpose; 


the girl was only 14. so the license could 
not issue. 

And now, let us see how this rule works 
in a hypothetical case: The Penal Code, 
sec. 261, provides that a female of the age 
of 14 may consent to cohabit with any man. 
and when such consent is deliberate it is no- 
body's business, and no act has been done 
which affects the peace or the dignity of 
the people. 
her 15th year she shall not be permitted to 
conceal her disgrace honorable mar- 
riage. She must nowtake up a meretri- 
cious relation or go to the dogs“ by the 
force of circumstances and the require- 
ments of thé law. In this dilemma they 
sometimes betake themselves to the high 
seas and the absnrd law is evaded some- 
where off Santa Catalina.

With free wools the price of these 
goods would be reduced to the extent 
of the tariff on foreign goods used in 
their manufacture. This decrease in 
price would largely increase the manu- 
facture and sale of such goods and so 
increase the demand for American 
wools at manufactories; in other words, 
the cheapening of foreign wool by re- 
moval ofthe tariff benefits not only 
the wool-grower and woolen: manu- 
facturer, butitis of advantage to the 
general public who are consumers. 

In conclusion Mr. Springer called at-

Starting an Aplary. 
[American Cultivator.] 

Hives and frames being ready for the 
bees in the spring of the year, begin- 
ners must go into the market and buy 
their bees for the new apiary. If econ- 
omy is to be exercised it should be un- 
derstood that the cheapest colonies ‘of 
bees are not always the most economi- 
cal. In the spring bees in box hives 


can be bought in for little money, and a 


colony can be purchased tor from $10 to 
$20. An old experienced apiarist may 
take such a cheap colony and make 
money out of it, but a beginner would 
lose every time. It is better to get the 
bees as near at home as possible, and 
from some one whose advice is reliable. 
The common brown or black bee, our 
native, is a good one to start with if a 
fine colony is secured. The Italian bees 
are better in many respects, but they 
are expensive, and it is not advisable 
for one to get a whole colony of these 
at first. 

After the native bees are obtained it 
is a comparatively easy matter to 
change them into Italian bees. A bee’s 
life runs only four or five weeks in the 
busy season, and in six weeks or less 
after an Italian queen has been intro- 
duced to a native colony the brown 
have lived and die, and the 
young of the 8 queen ap- 
pear very rapidly. om 1000 to 
2000 a day of the new bees appear, 
until it is impossible to find a single na- 
tive bee left.

San Diego's Underhand Attempt 
to Influence Congress. 


The Glaring Misstatements of Civil 
Engineer Benjamin McLaren,” 


Who Viciously Attacks Los Angeles 
County’s Harbor Prospects. 


Claims a Dozen Railroads for San Diego 
and Gives None to San Pedro— 
A Tissue of False- 
hooda. 


In the railroad column of this paper 
Sunday reference was made toa circu- 
lar which has been secretly distributed 
among the Congressmen at Washington 


. viciously attacking San Pedro Harbor 


and praising that of San Diego. Copies 
of this circular were. surreptitiously 
placed upon the desk of every Senator 
and member of Congress, and, though | 
the falsity of the statements made by it 
should be palpable, it has made an un- 
favorable impression upon those who 
might have been expected to aid in ad- 
vancing the interests of the harbor. 
Though no one here knows the man 
whose named is signed to the malicious 
document —if, indeed, he is not wholly 
mythical—the parentage of the screed 
can be charged to San Diego. This 
could not have been made more appar- 
ent had it been signed by the officials, 
trustees, Board of Trade and the steve- 
dores of that city. To show to what 
extremes long fostered malice and 
jealousy can go, the circular will be re- 
printed in Tags Tres, giving it a publi- 
city greater than its authors had hoped 
for, and placing it before readers who 
are able to see in it a continuous tissue 
of falsehood. To those who are friends 
ef San Pedro and yet are not un- 
friendly to San Diego's interests, it will 
be a revelation to learn what under- 
hand tactics are being practiced to in- 
jure the Los Angeles county harbor. 
A MAP, TOO. 
The circular was accompanied by a 
map which shows numerous proposed“ 
railroad lines radiating from San Diego 
to the east and northeast, with indi- 
cated distances to hoped-for connec- 
tions. These mythical lines climbright 
over or through the mountains with a 
reckless abandon which is easier to the 
men who make railroads on paper than 
to those who undertake to construct 
them of tangible steel, iron and wood. 
To the able civil engineer“ who made 
the map and the circular San Diego’s 
back country was like a level prairie, 
where railroads could be laid like the 
meshes of a spider web, and he expected 
to have a proportion of the Congress- 
men in Washington believe him. Not 
content with giving San Diego what she 
will not get in the next thousand years, 
this person omits to mark the two lines 
of railroad which are in operation be- 
_tween Los Angeles and San Pedro, mak- 
ing it appear from his map that there is 
absolutely no communication between 
the points named. But to one who can 
trifle with truth as he has done it is 
easy to distort the geography of South- 
ern California. Following is the full 
text of 
THE CIRCULAR. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States: Another effort is about to 
be made by the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company to obtain a large appropriation 
from this Congress for the purpose of mak- 
ing a harbor in the Bay of San Pedro, on 
the southwest coast of California, in the 
vicinity of Los Angeles. I wish to call 


your attention to some facts relating to 
this matter; 

The Government has already expended 
about $1,000,000inthe attempt to make 
a harbor in this bay and yet the large share 
of this expenditure has amounted to noth- 
ing, andthe breakwater which has been 
bulit is subject to destruction by any great 
ocean storm. I understand that they’ pro- 
pose sinking many more millions in this 
undertaking. If this expenditure could at 
any time result in the making of a harbor 
of any real capacity at San Pedro it would 
yet be of noreal benefit to the people of 
the United States, for the Southern Pacific 
Company has control and monopolizes the 
whole water front of the proposed San 
Pedro harbor. Anotber reason why no such 
expenditure should be made is that South- 


ern California is already provided with an 


excellent harbor at San Diego, located at 
the best point possible to shorten 
the lines of traffic. across the con- 
tinént. I understand that: Gen. Van- 
dever publicly stated that San Diego 
harbor was located in the wron 

place, because there were no railroa 

passes in the mountains east of San Diego, 
but this statement of Gen. Vandever is 
proven untrue by the surveys made by the 
Government, and I append herewith a map 
ontlined frum the United States Land Office 
map, showing the position of San Diego 
harbor and the passes eastward for rail- 
roads and showing that San Diego harbor 
is atleast 100 miles nearer the Eastern 
business than the Bay of San Pedro. San 
Diego is ten miles nearer the San Gorgonio 
Pass and 100 miles nearer Warner's Pass, 


130 miles nearer Jacumba Pass and 130 


miles nearer Yuma. The building up of 
the Bay of San Pedro would, therefore, 
only be an accommodation possibly to the 
vicinity of Los Angeles, while San Diego 
harbor would accommodate all. 

It is probably well that your attention 
should be called to the true reason why 
such an effort should be made to get an ap- 
propriation for San Pedro Bay. en the 
Southern Pacific railroad was completed to 
Los Angeles that company secured the rail- 
road from Los Angeles to San Pedro and 
gained with it the exclusive control of the 
shores of the bay, which they have held 
and controlled up to the present time, fix- 
ing the rates of freight and fare at such 
rates as would protect the railroad of the 
southern Pacific to San Francisco. 

Before building their road east from Los 
Angeles the officials of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company fully considered the ques- 
tion as to what route was best for them to 
adopt. Mr. Charles Crocker at that time 
stated to a prominent citizen of San Diego 
that they could afford to build their 
road to San Diego und then eastward be- 
cause it would shorten the routes of freight 
and thus draw off business from their rail- 
road northward. He said that they would 
lose, by coming to deep water at San 
Diego, the most of their freight bound for 
San Francisco, and it would go by ship 
from San Diego northward. They could 
not monopolize the harbor of San Diego 
and thus prevent the competition of other 
roads and the reduction of freight rates, 
which they can do at San Pedro.

The city of Los 
Angeles at that time made a great display 
of having one of their harbor schemes under 
way and had requested a visit from this 
committee, and they outlined to the Com- 
mittee at San Pedro the harbor which they 
wished to construct. Senator Fry, as re- 
ported in the papers, at that time said to 
them: ou are asking the Government to 
build you a harbor out of whole cloth; the 
Government, however. does not build har.

ANENT SOME OF THE MIS-STATEMENTS. 

In the first place, the Southern Pacific 
Company is not working for a deepwater 
harbor at San Pedro. The Southern 
Pacific Company does not monopolize 
the whole water front of San Pedro. 
San Diego may be nearer Warner’s 
Pass and Jacumba Pass than is San 
Pedro, but engineers will never run a 
railroad through either of them. 

The Southern Pacific has no monopoly 
of San Pedro Harbor for the Terminal. 
Railroad Company, a distinctly separate 
corporation, enjoy equal facilities and 
there is yet room for another railroad. 

If the Southern Pacific Company op- 
poses any Southern California harbor 
scheme which might injure business at 
San Francisco, the objection would be 
as much against San Pedro as San Diego. 

That real estate men of Los Angeles 
are attempting a boom based on San 
Pedro harbor prospects is one of the 
weakest lies in the lot. 

The actual distance by rail from Los 
Angeles to San Pedro is twenty-two 
miles, by the Southern Pacific, and 
about twenty-four by the Terminal 
road, but why thig fact should prove 
that Los Angeles people do not expect 
a deep water harbor atSan Pedrois not 
apparent. Both places were started 
years before engineering skill made big 
projects easy of accomplishment, and 
before commercial interests called at- 
tention to the importance of any such, 
enterprise. 

The reports of competent engineers 
refute the statements against the feasi- 
bility of getting deep water an San 
Pedro. Noone here will say a word 
against San Diego Bay, which is pretty 
to look upon and is useful. Los Ange- 
les county can be magnanimous toward 
San Diego, but cannot easily forgive 
the uncalled-for malicious statements of 
“Civil Engineer Benjamin McLeran.” 

TO REFUTE THE SLANDER. %

Though realizing the fact that the lie 
has got thestart, it is hoped that the 
truth can be made to catch up with it.

Vance Discharged from Custody at San 

This forenoon, says the San Diego 
Sun of Friday, Attorney Reinohl and E. 
H. Hendsch, bondsmen for J. B. Vance, 
who was arrested for setting fire to the 
St. James Hotel and other lodging- 
houses, and held for preliminary exami- 
nation on Monday next, proceeded to 
the St. James in company with Mr. 
Vance for the purpose of having the 
doctor identify him as the man 
who was described in the complaint 
as the one who forcibly prevented him 
from closing the door of the elevator 
shaft in which the fire wasraging. The 
moment Dr. Remondino's eyes rested

The matter will not be 
allowed to drop, as Mr. Vance and his 
friends are resolved that some one shall 
be properly punished for this latest 
outrage.

The school question is what the people 
are talking most about at present. It re- 
solves itself simply into a question of voting 
or o voting a special tax of $10,000, of 
reopeniug the schools for another two 
months or keeping them closed. So far 
back as the memory of man runnetb not 
to the contrary there have been two school 
factions in Pasadena, who never fail when 
the occasion presents itself to strike out at 
each other straight from the shoulder. 
Last year when an election was called to 
vote a tax to keep the schools run- 
ning eight months, there was a warm con- 
test, and now there is the same thing over 
again.“ The Board of Trustees have sub- 
mitted a lengthy statement which covers 
the ground pretty thoroughly, showing 
why an additional $10,000 is necessary to 
keep the schools open for a longer term. 
There are citizens who would rather pay 
double the amount asked than see the 
schools close, and there are others who do 
not hesitate to express their disapprobation 
of the proposed measure. 

One side 13 the present adminis- 
tration and impressed with the import- 
ance of keeping the schools open no matter 
at what cost; the other side prefers charges 
of extravagance against the present man- 
agement, and argues that greater economy 
must be practi 

The present crisis is an important one. 
In voting, the one question at issue should 
be kept squarely before the mind, and that 
is whether. or not it is worth 19 cents on 
every $100 worth of property in this district 
to keep the schools open the full term, so 
that the past winter's work may not be lost 
to the pupils. All other questions are side 
issues at present, which will be affected in 
no way whatever by the result of next 
week's election, and this is what the voters 
want so remember when they cast their 
ballots. 


AN EVENING BLAZE.

Hitching Squares Wanted in 
Santa Ana. 


A Public Convenience that is De- 
manded at Once. 


Gunning, the Saloon Burglar, Finally

Apropos of the discussion of public parks 
for the city may be mentioned the growing 
necessity of public hitching squares for the 
accommodation of farmers who come to 
town to do theirtrading. and upon whom 
depends the material prosperity of any 
agricultural or borticultural community. 
The frequency of runaways upon the 
principal streets makes it decidedly danger- 
ous to life and property to have the curb. 
stone lined with vehicles, and, besides this 
danger it is unsightly and inconvenient for 
the masses of the people. The merchants 
are bored by the presence of teams in front 
oftheir stores from morning until night, 
and the owners of the teams are in constant 
dread of a mishap or collision with a pair 
of runaways. The factthatthere are not 
sufficient rings in the sidewalk to accommo. 
date the large number of teams that come 
to the city two or three days each week 
makes the matter of looking after a horse 
and buggy whileinthe city a source of 
constant worry and inconvenience. 

Several months ago this matter was 
brought before the City Trustees, and sev- 
era] places in the city were recommended 
to the board as suitable for public hitching 
squares. Owners of the property recom- 
mended, in a few instances, were seen and 
their permission secured for thus using 
their land. All this was done and reported 
to the Board of Trustees four or five months 
ago, at which time the board appointed a 
committee of one of its members to investi- 
gate the matter and report at a subsequent 
meeting. An investigation was made and, 
to the surprise of the investigator, the use 
of some of the most available locations, 
whose owners are residents of the city, 
was absolutely refused for this purpose. 
The trustees had arranged to put up a 
large number of racks, so the reporter has 
been informed by City Clerk Tedford, but 
their inability to secure permission to use 
vacant lots for that purpose completely 
balked their efforts and the matter was 
dropped. The trustees are willing now.“ 
said Mr. Tedtord. to put up and keep in 
repair hitching-racks to accomodate all, 
if land in suitable places can be leased for 
that purpose, the trustees agreeing to re- 
move the racks at any time at the request 
of the owner by having ten day’s notice 
of the owner’sintention to terminate the 
lease. This is certainly a fair proposi- 
tion, and the trustees should be given an 
opportunity to make this much-needed im- 


provement.

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LOOKING FOR A LEADER.| 


| Ominous Quest of Mr. Harrison's 


Republican Opponents. 


Clarkson, Reed, Quay and Dudley 
/Antagonize the President. 


They are Seeking a Candidate to 
Defeat His Renomination. 


Senator Platt and John Sherman—Mce. 
Kinley Can Have Ohio's Vote 
—Other Candidates Can- 
vassed. 


WasuHineton, March 28.—[Specia! 
correspondence of the Chicago Herald, 
Dem.] A score of well-known and in- 
fluential Republicans in Washington 
and elsewhere are rejoicing over the 
return of Senator Quay. They are 
eager to know what he intends to do in 
the way of opposing the ambitions of 
President Harrison to a renomination. 
Mr. Quay will be ready to talk to him in 
aday ortwo. He will begin the fight 
on Harrison by opposing the pending 
Pennsylvania nominations. The oppo- 
nents of the President appear to be very 
quiet of late, but this is only because 
they are of necessity playing a waiting 
game, They are more than ever deter- 
mined to find some candidate with whom 
they can defeat Harrison, but the ab- 
sence of Quay and Clarkson, owing to 
illness in both cases, has heretofore 
made it impossible for the President’s 
enemies to put their plans in operation. 
It is now said that both of these shrewd 
Republican leaders will be ready with 
the coming of the early blossoms to 
inaugurate the anti-Harrison movement 
in earnest. In the meantime the less 
conspicuous but not the less enthus- 
iastic and effective Republicans who are 
in the field against the President are 
doing all in their power to create a sen- 
timent in the various States that will 
prevent the pledging of administration 
delegates. The plan of the anti-Harri- 
son men is to create as * a list of 
favorite sons’’ as possib:e in order to 
scatter the votes of the delegates in 
the hope of being able to finally con- 
centrate them upon some candidate of 
their own. 

OSenator Cameron is as bitter in his 
enmity to the President as his col- 
league, Senator Quay, and just as anx- 
ious to prevent his nomination. There 
seems to be no doubt, moreover, that 
these men will succeed in using the 
Pennsylvania delegation in such a way 
as to greatly embariass Mr. Harrison’s 
chances of renomination. Mr, Cam- 
eron had been confined to his rooms for 
several weeks until yesterday, and 
during his convalescence from se- 
vere sickness the old-fashioned 
house on Madison place, next 
door to Mr. Blaine’s, has been the 
scene of many conferences, at which 
the anti-Harrison movement has been 
talked over fully, No determination as 
to a candidate has been arrived at, but 
Mr. Quay will be informed of what has 
been said and will be ready soon to map 
out a plan of action. 

REED AGAINST HARRISON. 

The Washington Republicans who are 
most earnest in the attempt to find a 
candidate whom the anti-Harrison men 
can support and nominate are Senators 
Quay, Cameron, Washburn, Cullom, 
Wolcott, Teller, Stewart, Pettigrew 
and Power and Representative Tom 
Reed, while the outsiders include a 
long list of once strong politicians, 
headed by Col. Dudley; all of whom the 
President saw fit to turn down as soon 
as he was warm in the White House 
chair. The ex-Speaker is as bitter in 
his opposition to Harrison as any of the 
Senators named, if not more so, and he 
makes no secret of the fact that he 
stands ready to render any assistance 
in his power toward the success of the 
anti-Harrison movement. Mr. Reed 
has been in Maine for the last week, 
and is said not to be at all discouraged 
by what he learned there of the polit- 
ical situation. It is not altogether un- 
likely, indeed, that he may be the most 
influential man in the Maine delegation 
to the Minneapolis convention. 

From advices received by the anti- 
Harrison managers they are confident 
that there will be four or five candi- 
dates before the convention and two or 
three in the background, who can have 


| the solid support of their respective 


States whenever it is apparent that 
there is even a fighting chance to de- 
feat Harrison. Illinois, it is calculated, 
will present Cullom; New Hampshire, 
Blair; Michigan, Alger, and Ohio either 
McKinley or Sherman. Wisconsin will 
be united in favor of the nomination of 
Secretary Rusk, and will only be dis- 
suaded from making him a candidate at 
the start by the sentiment that he is in 
duty bound to remain loyal to his chief 
as long as the latter has any chance of 
success. The delegates from Iowa, 
Minnesota, South kota, Colorado, 
Montana and other States can easily be 
brought into line to support an anti- 
administration candidate who has a fair 
prospect of success. The man, how- 
ever, has not yet been found, and the 
task of finding him gives the greatest 
concern to the anti-Harrison managers. 
PLATT OPPOSES SHERMAN. 

The question to which they all now 
seek an answer is, what will Tom 
Platt do and who is his candidate? It 
would, the anti-administration men say, 
be a comparatively easy matter to dis- 
pose of Harrison if New York and Penn- 
sylvania should head the opposition with 
solid delegations, or even with a deter- 
mined majority of those delegations 
°P to his nomination. It is 

ready known what Quay will be wil- 
ling to do, but there is no such certainty 
with regard to Mr. Platt. Many Re- 
publicans have been to him of late, en- 
deavoring to learn his intentions, but 
they have not succeeded in their mis- 
sion. The reason given by one of these 
visitors is that Mr. Platt does not know 
himself what he wantstodo, He knows 
that he does not want to have Mr. Har- 
rison renominated, but further than 
that he isentirely undecided. When 
Senator Hiscock was in New 
York recently, he had a _ lon 
and not very amiable chat wit 
Mr. Platt on the subject of the 
Presidential nomination, at which 
the discovery was made that these 
two members of the big four are 
very suspicious of each other. Mr.. 
Platt, according to a prominent Re mf 
lican who has since talked with 
accused Senator Hiscock of attempting 
to play a double game by pretend- 
ing to be o Sarees to Harrison’s renomi- 
nation while leading the President to 
think that in return for a few crumbs of 
patronage he would use in his interest 
what little influence he possesses with 
the New York state Republicans. Mr. 
Hiscock of course endeavored_to placate 
Mr. Platt by making as plausible de- 
tense of himselt as possible, but the two 
big Republicans parted without having 
arrived at a satisfactory understanding 
as to their past or future transactions. 
, To another Senatorial caller Mr. 
Platt made no secret of the fact that 
he would like to take an anti-Harrison 
delegation to Minneapolis, but that he

umerous Changes in the Report of the 
Commissioners Recommended 
Street Work Ordered—Money 
for the Schools. 


The City Council metin regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
time and place, every ward, with the 
single exception of the First, being rep- 
resented. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, a brief message was 
received from Mayor Hazard, returning 
unapproved, the ordinance of intention 
to improve a portion of Pasadena ave- 
nue, in accordance with the request of 
some of the members of the Council, 
who proposed to introduce an ordinance 
authorizing the property-owners to do 
the work by private contract. 

Upon motion of Councilman Inhes, 
the vote by which the ordinance had 
been adopted was reconsidered and the 
matter was thereupon laid upon the 
table. 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

The reports of the City Clerk and Tax 
and License Collector, showing the is- 
suance of 2062 licenses for the month 
of March last, of which ninety were re- 
turned uncollected, were referred to 
the City Auditor. 

That of the City Tax and License Col- 
lector showing that fourteen of the 
twenty-nine delinquent licenses for 
February last had been returned uncol- 
lected, was also referred tothe City 
Auditor. 

That of the Water Overseér, showing 
the collection of $70.50 in fees during 
the month of March last, and the re- 
ceipt of $50.25 from P. Dunn etal., for 
half the expenses incurredin fluming 
the Washington street ditch, was also 
referred to the City Auditor. 

Those of City Justice Austin, showing 
the collection of $143.87 in fees and 
fines during March last; City Justice 
Owens, $45.50; Clerk Chambers of the 
Police Court, $418, and Superintend- 
ent of Buildings Muchmore, $87.50, 
were also referred. ‘ 

Councilman Summerland moved that 
the City Clerk communicate with Con- 
tractor Donegan as to whether or not 
he would give up his contract with the 
city for the removal of the roof of the 
Macy street bridge. 

Upon motion of Councilman Rhodes, 

however, the motion was laidon the 

table. 
CITY CLERK’S REPORT. 

The City Clerk reported as follows: 

In the matter of opening, widening and 
extending Broadway from Tenth street to 
a point on the west line of Main street, the 
Commissioners filed with me their report 
on the 25th day February, 1892. Due no- 
tice of the filing af said report has heen 
published. James B. Lankershim has filed 
a protest against the confirmationof said 
report, and this is the only protest filed. 
Mrs. Anna Ogier protests against the open- 
ing of the street. It will be necessary for 
you toseta day for hearing the objection 
of Mr. Lankershim. < 

The matter was set for hearing at 2 
o’clock p.m. on Monday next, and re- 
ferred to the Board of Public Works for 
investigation meanwhile. 

Action upon the awarding of the contract 
for paving Pearl street between Sixth and 
Pico streets comes up at this time for your 


consideration, in accordance with order 
heretofore made. [Action deferred for one 
week. 


In the matter of constructing sidewalks 
on Twenty-second street, Council has twice 
invited proposals to do this work and no 
proposals have been received. I ask that 
action be taken looking toward the aban- 
donment of these proceedings, in order that 
the printed bills may be settled. 

After some debate the proceedings 
were ordered abandoned, Messrs. Mc- 
Garry, Rees and Summerland voting in 
the minority. 

In the matter of constructing a sewer on 
Rockwood street: At a meeting of the 
Council held March 26, 1892, the protest 
of D. C. Roberts et al. against the projected 
work was denied and overruled, and the 
the Clerk was instructed to present ordi- 
nance ordering the work proceeded with, 
which ordinance I herewith present. Or- 
dinance adopted. 

In the matter of constructing a sewer on 
Belmout avenue: The ordinance of inten- 
tion was published February 18, 1892, and 
notice of street work March 2, 1892. No 
protests have been received against this 
work being proceeded with, and I herewith 
present ordinance ordéring the work, for 
your action. Ordinance adopted. . 

WATER OVEKSEER. 

The water overseer report, which was 
referred to the Zanja Committee, was 
as follows: 

I would report that in the matter of the 
raise of the water rate of Evergreen Cem. 
etery, the association has paid for the 
month of January, but refuses to pay for 
February and March, owing to the fact that 
their reservoir was disconnected during 
those two months, owing to repairs on the 
reservoir and pipe, but is willing to pa 
from April 1 the rate fixed by the Council. 

I have notified the owners of the Tober- 
man reservoir to clean the same, but they 
refuse to do so, on the ground that the rt 
assumed control of the same in 1886, 
when they granten the use thereof to the 
city for supplying water for the Sixth 
Street Park. 

I would also report that the owners of the 
Jones reservoir refuse to pay $15 per 
month, the rate fixed by your honorable 
body, and tendered $6 (the rate charged 
heretofore) for the month of March, which 
1 refused to accept. 

FRAIL SUPPORTS. 

A lengthy communication was re- 
ceived from O. J. Muchmore, Superin- 
tendent of Buildings, with reference to 
that from the Painters’ Union, which 
had been referred to him, in which he 
stated that for three years past it had 
been very evident to him that the appli- 
ances used by mechanics have been of a 
frail, scanty and oftentimes dangerous 
character, and suggesting that an ordi- 
nance be drawn providing for their pro- 
tection in this matter. The letter was 
referred back with instructions to pre- 
pare an ordinance in conjunction with 


the City Attorney. 


The City Assessor reported, recom- 
mending that the petition of Elizabeth 
Adams with reference to the redemp- 
tion of lot 10, in block E of the Morris 
Vineyard tract, which was found to be 
assessed, with three others, at $820, be 
referred to the City Attorney. 
Adopted. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners re- 

rted, recommending that the bid of 

laisdell & spra e for a site for an 
engine house near First street and Bel- 
mont avenue be accepted. The matter 
was referred back to the board, there 
being a protest against the site. 
The board also recommended that the 


petition of Mra, M. Harris et al., for the

inclusion ot block B of the Fort Hin 
tract and lots 4. 5, 6, 10, 11, 12 and 
18 of block A of the Mott tract, in fire 
district No. 1, be granted. Referred to 
the City Attorney. 

MONEY FOR SCHOOL PURPOSES. 

A communication was received from 
the Board of Education asking the Coun- 
cil to set aside the sum of $18,500 for 
school 2 stating that the funds 
at the disposal of the board were only 
sufficient to run the schools until June 1 
next, which would make only an eight- 
months’ session, and that the amount 
asked was necessary to run the schools 
for the ninth month. Upon motion of 
Councilman Rees the matter was re- 
ferred back to the board, with a request 
that an itemized statement of the 
moneys yet to be received from all 
sources be furnished. 

The ordinance regulating the stand- 
ing of peddlers’ wagons on the streets, 
as amended, was called up, but action 
thereon was deferred for one week. 

POLICE PATROL WAGON. 

The following bids for a new police 
patrol wagon were received, opened 
and referred to the Supply Committee 
and Board of Police Commissioners 
jointly: S. W. Luitweiler, $450, top, 
$75 extra; Hawley, King & Co., $475, 
top $50 extra; Richard Moloney, $500, 
top $50 extra; Hobbs & Richardson, 
$575, top $80 extra. 

The reports of the Finance Committee 
and Board of Public Works, as hereto- 
fore published in Tun Times, were 
adopted as read. 

The Mayor’s message of March 28 
last, vétoing the ordinance of intention 
to open Maple avenue, was taken up 
and, upon motion of Councilman Alford, 
the ordinance was filed. 

The City Assessor reported having 
collected $2642.20 for city taxes dur- 
ing the month of March last, in accord- 
ance with section 64 of ordinance 630. 
Referred to the City Auditor. 

The Street Superintendent asked that 
an ordinance of intention to sidewalk 
the east side of New High street, be- 
tween Temple and Franklin streets be 
passed, as the same was a source of 
much complaint. The suggestion was 
adopted, and the matter referred to the 
City Engineer with directions to pre- 
sent the necessary ordinances. 

MOTIONS. 

Upon motion of Councilman Innes, the 
water overseer was directed to furnish 
the Council with monthly statements 
showing the gross expenses in connec- 
tion with his office. 

Councilman Summerland moved that 
the City Clerk be directed to advertise 
for bids for furnishing the city with 
drugs for one year, Adopted. 

Upon motion of Councilman Alford 
the Board of Fire Commissioners was 
requested to put up the new alarm 
boxes on the corners of Twelfth street 
and Central avenue, and Washington 
street and Central avenne, and all 
others heretofore ordered as soon as 
practicable. 

The same member moved that the 
Street Superintendet be instructed to 
close up the storm water drain at the 
corner of Ninthand Main streets and 
put in a two-inch pipe so as todraw the 
gutter after astorm, and close up the 
manhole of the storm water drain at the 
crossing of Sixth and Wall streets. Re- 
ferred to City Engineer. 

Upon motion of Councilman Rhodes 
the Los Angeles Consolidated Electric 
Railway Company was notified to re- 
move its track, ties, poles and wires 
from, Pico street, between Flower street 
and Maple avenue, unless the road is 
operated within thirty days, and the 
Street Superintendent was directed to 
remove the same should the order not 
be complied with. 

Councilman McGarry tollowed suit 
with a motion to the effect that the 
railroad company owning a track on 
Seventh street, between San Pedro and 
Alameda streets, be requested to oper- 
ate or remove the same within thirty 
* which was also adopted. 

cess until 2 o’clock p. m. 


Afternoon Session. 

The Council met at 2 o’clock, with 
President Bonsall in the chair anda 
quorum prese nt. 

The special order for 2 o’clock, the 
hearing of protests against the confir- 
mation of the report of the commission- 
ers for the widening of Seventh street, 
was taken up, when a supplemental re- 
port of the Board of Public Works on 
the matter was read, as follows: 

In the matter of the commissioners’ re- 
port for the widening of Seventh street, we 
recommend, first, that the commissioners 
be instructed to amend their report so as to 
allow Isaac Norton the sum of $10 as com- 

nsation for his foundation wall, and also 
that the amount for advertising be reduced 
from $100 to $48.75; that expert fees be 
reduced from $200 to $150; that the sta- 
tionery be reduced from $50 to $30; that 
commissioners’ fees be reduced from $1800 
to $1235; that clerks’ fees be reduced from 
$600 to 550; that amount for preparing 
maps be reduced from $190 to $140, and 
that the commissioners be instructed to 
amend their report and readjust their as- 
sessments in accordance with these recom- 
mendations. The above changes, if 
adopted, will reduce the expenses $786.25, 
less the amount allowed for wallof Isaac 
Norton. 

J. B. Lankershim appeared and asked 
that he be given a week’s further time, 
as his attorney had been out of town 
and he had been unable to get a hear- 
ing before the Board of Public Works. 
He briefly stated that he did not con- 
sider the assessments and awards equit- 
able, and gave one or two instances in 
support of his assertion. 

After some debate further action was 
postponed until Monday next at 2:80 
o'clock, and the report was referred 
back to the Board of Public Works. 

MOTIONS. 

Councilman Innes moved that $8000 
be transferred from the salary to the 
park fund. Carried. 

Councilman Alford moved that the 
City Clerk be instructed to advertise 
for bias for the use of reservoir site No. 


15. Carried. 


PESTHOUSE PROPOSITION, 

In the matter of securing a proper lo- 
cation for a pesthouse, the Land Com- 
mittee reported recommending the ac- 
ceptance of the proposition of J. W. 
Potts to sell forty acres near the north- 
west boundary ofthe city for $6000- 
provided thatthe Board of Supervisors 
pay half the amount, and further pro- 
vided that the said J. W. Potts guaran- 
tee that the present hospital and 
grounds be sold for $8000. 

After some general debate, on motion 
of Councilman Nickell, the Council went 
into Committee of the whole, Council 
man Rees in the chair, to consider the 
proposition. 

Councilman McGarry briefly explained 
that he had gone over the ground with 
Mr. Potts, and while he 
think of purchasing the land for him- 
self as an investment, he favored the 
purchase for the purpose for which it 
was intended, principally on account of 
its isolated position. 

Gouncilmen Tufts and Nickel opposed 
the purchase on the ground that the 


price asked is excessive, as the value of 


the land is not over $2500. 
Mr. Potts then addressed the Council 
at some length, explaining ‘the advan- 


tages of his offer tothe city. He stated | ti 


would not 


that he himself paid $250 anacre in 
cash for the land, and he considered it 
cheap. Water could be put on the land 
for a nominal amount, and it was the 
best place that could be had in the 
county for the purposes fon which it is 
intended. He had been through several 
smallpox epidemics, and be knew that 
he could have sold this land for almost 
any price if he had offered it at the 
right time. His offer is a liberal one, 
and the city could do as it pleased in 
the matter. 

Councilmen Innes and Summerland 
favored the purchase of the land, while 
Councilmen Rhodes and Bonsall opposed 
it on the ground that the price is ex- 
cessive, as the landis not worth any- 
thing like what is asked for it. 

After more talk Councilman Rhodes 
moved that the matter be referred 
back to the Land Committee to confer 
with the Supervisors to see what they 
are willing to do, which motion was sec- 
onded by President Bonsall. 

Councilman Rees briefly advocated 
the purchase of the land, after which 
the whole matter was referred back to 
the Land Committee. 

Health Officer MacGowan also ad- 
dressed the Council, saying that he 
knew nothing about the matter, except 
what he had seen in the papers. He 
knew nothing about Mr. Potts’s land 
and could not say whether it is a suita- 
ble location for achospital or not. He is 
opposed to going into partnership with 
the county. 

The committee then rose, when the 
report of the committee was adopted 
and regular business was proceeded 
with. 

Councilman McGarry announced that 
the Terminal Railway Company invited 
the Council to inspect their levee on 
the east side of the river Friday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock, and the members 
were requested to meet at the City Hall 
at the hour named. 

At this point the pesthouse matter 
was again taken up, when another 
lengthy debate followed, after which 
the matter was taken from the Land 
Committee and all bids were rejected 
and the matter dropped. 

~ STREET WORK. 

An ordinance granting permission to- 
property-owners to improve a portion 
of Pasadena avenue by private con- 
tract passed under suspension of the 
rules. 

An ordinance of intention for the 
construction of a cement sidewalk on 
Twenty-sixth street, between Main and 
Grand avenue, went over for one week. 

An ordinancé of intention for the 
construction of a cement sidewalk on 
Angelena street, from Beaudry to Fig- 
ueroa streets, passed. 

An ordinance of intention establish- 
ing the grade of Burt street, from 
First to Temple streets, passed under 
suspension of the rules, as did also an 
ordinance of intention establishing the 
grate of Fanning street, from First to 

emple streets. 

A final ordinance changing and es- 
tablishing the grade of Fourth street, 
from Hope to Grand avenue, passed un- 
der suspension of the rules, as did also 
the final ordinance establishing the 
grade of Bunker Hill avenue and 
Fourth street for twenty-five feet to se- 
cure proper drainage. 

ORACKED SEWER PIPE. 

The City Engineer reported that he 
had examined the work oa section 4 of 
the central intercepting sewer ahd 
found that eighty-one joints of the pipe 
in a distance of 324 feet was cracked. 
He reported that all the work had been 
properly done, so far as the excavating, 
back-filling, etc. 

Councilman Rhodes moved that the de. 
fective joints be removed and replaced 
at the city’s expense, as the breakage 
had evidently been caused by an earth- 
quake or some similar cause. 

Councilman Innes was op d to the 
city assuming any liability until the 
matter has ,been thoroughly investi- 
gated. 

City Engineer Dockweiler stated that 
the pipe had been thoroughly inspected, 
was of the best possible construction, 
and the work had been properly done. 
He could not say what caused the 
break. It had been suggested that the 
cracks had been caused by an earth- 
quake, but as for himself he could not 
say what caused it. It was altogether 
unprecedented. He is certain, how- 
ever, that it was not caused by the pres- 
sure of the earth, as similar pipe had 
been laid in twenty-foot cuts. 

The matter was finally referred to 
the Sewer Committee for investiga- 
tion. 

On motion of Councilman Rees the 
City Clerk was instructed to advertise 
for bids for the old pesthouse site, the 
city reserving the right to reject any 
and all bids. 

STREET OPENING. 

The final ordinance for the opening 
and straightening of Maple avenue 
from Fifth street to the south city 
limits and fixing the limits of the dis- 
trict of assessment for the same, passed 
under suspension of the rules. 

The Street Superintendent called at- 
tention toa mistake made by the City 
Engineer in giving the grades for the 
improvement of Court street from Lake 
Shore avenue to Figueroa street, by 
which the grade of Figueroa street 
was left about eight feet above the 
grade of Court street, thereby stopping 
traffic and leaving the street in such 
condition that accidents might occur 
that would render the city liable for 
damages. After talk, the City En- 
gineer was instructed at once to cor- 
rect the error and take the steps neces- 
sary to put the street in passable con- 
dition. 

uns. WATSON’S LOT. 

A communication was read from R. 
H. F. Variel as attorney for Mrs. Har- 
riet J. Watson, accepting the proposed 
offer of the Finance Committee to pay 
her $800 for the settlement of her 
claim against the city for failure of the 
city tocarry out an alleged contract 
for the grading of her lot at the corner 
of Sand and Broadway streets, in con- 
sideration of the city being allowed to 
take the gravel therefrom. 

Councilman Nickell moved that the 
communication be filed, when Council- 
man Rees stated that as the Committee 
on Finance had made this offer, he 
wanted to see its recommendation 
adopted. 

The usual debate followed, when the 
whole matter was again gone over, as 
ithad on numerous other occasions, 
several members insisting that the city 
is not bound, either legally or morally, 
to pay Mrs. Watson a cent, as her lot 
had been improved by the city and not 
damaged, while others thought that the 
city should pay the money as it was the 
cheapest way out of the difficulty. 

The whole matter was finally, on 
motion of Mr. McGarry, laid on the 
table, and the Council adjourned.

Made a Mistake in Her Cartridges, or the 
Officer Would Have Been a 
Dead Man—The woman 
os Locked Up. 


Officer Fowle is in luck, for nothing - 


but good luck kept him from passing in 
his checks in anything but a romantic 
manner yesterday morning at a few 
minutes past 10 o’clock. 

A well-dressed, middle-aged woman 
was noticed to dodge out of a stairway 
on Main street, between First and 
Second, as Fowle was patroling his 
beat. 

She walked afew steps behind the 
officer until he reached a point where 
there were but few people on the side- 
walk, when she suddenly drew a 38- 
calibre bulldog pistol from her pocket, 
and placing it withina few inches of 
the unconscious officer’s back she pulled 
the trigger. 

The cartridge refused to explode and 
thus the cop's“ life was saved. He 
evidently did not hear the click of the 
revolver for he walked on as if nothing 
had happened. 

The woman did not give up after her 
first attempt. She grew more and more 
excited as she snapped the pistol and 
when she realized that there was some- 
thing wrong with her cartridges she 
gave up chasingthe officer and made 
her way to the store of the Harper- 
Reynolds Company and asked for cart- 
ridges. She wastold that she would 
have to go to a gun store, andin a few 
minutes she was in Slauterbeck’s. 

She did not carry out her intention of 
reloading her pistol, as Officer Dunn, 
who had just been informed by a citizen 
that she was walking about the streets 
with a pistol in her hands, stepped in 
and placed herunderarrest. The pistol 
was taken away from her and she was 
taken to the central station, where she 
was booked as an insane. 

Officer Fowle knew nothing about his 
narrow escape untilafter the woman 
was locked up. 

The woman was identified as Mrs, 
Emma Blumberg. She came down here 
from San Francisco several montts ago, 


and has been working as a domestic in 


several prominent families. 

Just after ber arrival here Chief 
Crowley of San Francisco wrote to Chief 
Glass of this city, warning him against 
Mrs. Blumberg. The woman is crazy on 
the subject of police officers, and has an 
idea that they are all watching her. 
This is the first time she has attempted 
any acts of violence, and it was thought 
that she was a harmless crank. 

She took a violent dislike to Fowle a 


few days ago when he - lectured her for 


throwing a bottle through a window in 
a grocery store on account of a quarrel 
with one of the clerks, whom, she 
claimed had not given her good meas- 
ure. It is supposed that she became so 
angry at Fowle when he lectured her 
that she armed herself with a pistol 
and waited for him. 

The pistol is a center-fire bulldog, and 
by some mistake Mrs Blumberg secured 
rim-fire cartridges, and of course the 
hammer had no effect on the cartridges. 
Had they been center-fire shelis there 
is no doubt but that Fowle would have 
received a bullet in his back, as the 
woman was so close that she could not 
have missed him. 

Late inthe day Mrs. Blumberg was 
taken to the County Jail, where she will 
be confined until she can be examined 
by the Insane Commissioners. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Money Wanted to Continue the Schools— 
To Advertise for Books. 

The Board of Education met in reg- 
ular session last night with Dr. Kierulff 
in the chair and Secretary Baker pres- 
ent. Secretary Baker stated that under 
instructions of the chairman of 
the Board he had made a de- 
mand on the Council for $18,000 
forexpenses during the ninth school 
year, which had been referred back to 
the board and asking for an itemized 
account of the expenses, 
was referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

It was stated by Supt. Friesner that 
the contract for school books will end 
the last of June, as new books will have 
to be adopted. On motion it was de- 
cided to advertise for books for sixty 
days, as the law requires that the time 
shall not be less. :

Supt. Friesner stated that J. C. Pel- 
ton, the first teacher inthe State, is 
publishing a book on early days in Cal- 
ifornia, and he is anxiousto visit the 
schools forthe purpose of selling his 
books. 

On motion he was granted permission. 

Supt. Friesner informed the board 
that a census marshal must be appointed 
by the next meeting of the board. 

On motion, Davis, Hitchcock and 
Boal were appointed a committee of 
three to select a proper person for the 
position, and to report at the next 
meeting, when he must be elected,

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“THE SCHOOL TEACHERS, 


First Day’s Session of the County 
Institute. 


The Opening Address Made By Su- 
.  perintendent Seamans. 


An Interesting Paper Red by Presi- 
dent James A. Foshay. 


State Superintendent Anderson's Address 
—Entertaining Lecture by Dr. A. E. 
Winship of Boston—Those Who 
Were Present. 


The Los Angeles County Teachers’ In- 
stitute opened yesterday afternoon in 
the assembly hall of the High school 
building, which was crowded with 
teachers from all parts of the county. 
Take it all in all they are a fine looking 
body of men and women—the majority 
women. They do not look particnlarly 
careworn more than any other class of 
professional people. Not more than 
half of them wear eye glasses, the 
frown between the eyes, which is said 
to be the trade mark of all ‘‘school- 
ma' ams,“ is visible on but few faces, 
and when the State Superintendent of 
Schools remarked in his introductory 
remarks yesterday that they were as 
handsome a set of teachers as he had 
ever seen, no one was disposed to dis- 
pute the truth of the statement. 
Superintendent Seamans opened the 
institute with a few remarks, and, after 
the roll call by the secretary’ intro- 
duced James A. Foshay, president of the 
County Board of Education, who read a 
pap er before the institute showing the 
progress of the school system in the 
last quarter of a century, during which 
time California has been a conspicuous 
example for emulation. As the world 
is being constantly filled with labor 
saving machines, so the schools are 
finding new and helpful methods con- 
tinually. As an instance of the prog- 
ress of the public school in Cal- 
ifornia it is a noticeable fact 
that since the decline of the 
boom, when so many mushroom towns 
sprung up—each town having as its fo- 
cus a hotel, a real estate office and a 
school building—that whereas, the ho- 
tel is closed, the real estate office is 
moved away and converted into a ranch 
house, the school building remains open 
and holds its own. The speaker held 
that there was danger of exalting the 
intellectual at the expense of the phys- 
ical nature and gymnasiums should be 
established in the public schools as in 
our opn Normal school in Los Angeles. 
We are behind the ancient Greeks in 
physical culture. 

Hon. J. W. Anderson, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Education, was the 
nextspeaker. As Napoleon Bonaparte, 


when asked what was the most essential 


requisite in war, replied money,“ so 
Superintendent Anderson held that the 
most essential element of the Teachers’ 
Isstitute was work. The old idea that 
it was a place for long lectures and 
treatises on correct methods and a lot 
of useless twaddle about how to teach 
this or that, has exploded entirely and 
the model institute of today is a work- 
ing institute, where the teachers them- 
selves take part in the exercises. He 
was glad to know that such an institute 
had been arranged at this time. He 
further said that he had the 
honor to de present at the 
first institute held in California, nearly 
forty vears ago, when, out of the 200 
or 800 ‘teachers in the State, some 
thirty or forty were present. There 
are now 5000 teachers in the State. 
He has been visiting the Los Angeles 
city and county schools during the past 
fortnight, and had nothing but words 
of praise in the superlative degree. He 
cautioned against introducing too many 
studies of no practical benefit to the 

pupil, and advocated fewer branches 
and the throwing out of the many olo- 
gies which have been dragged into the 
public school at the expense of what he 
termed the bread and butter“ studies. 
These remarks met with applause. 
This complaint, by the way, has become 
acommon one in Los Angeles. Our 
High school boysand girls are weighted 
down with books, and ideas and ologies 
and isms, of but little practical use. 
Jump on a cable car any morning be- 
tween 8 and 9 o’clock and note the 
troops of young school girls with six, 
tight and ten books strapped up in their 
arms, and ask yourself if this isn’t a 
cramming process. 

Superintendent Anderson acknowl- 
edged freely that this part of the State 
is entirely ahead of Northern Califor- 
nia in the matter of music in the public 
schools, and San Diego rather outdoes 
Los Angeles in this respect. 

After an intermission of five minutes 
Dr. A. E. Winship of Boston, the prin- 
cipal instructor of the institute, was in- 
troduced and delivered a short address, 
as full of bright, pithy, practical sug- 
gestions and forecasts as an egg is full 
of meat. Dr. Winship is a fluent 
speaker, his ideas are progressive to the 
last degree and his pleasantriés were 
mingled with sound, practical argument 
in a most pleasing style. He began by 
saying that, in standing before such a 
body of educators who evidently under- 
stood so well their duties, he felt very 
much like the oyster swimming around 
in the church stew did when he met 
another oyster who said What in the 
world are you doing here?“ It is always 
a delicate thing for a person to go from 
dne section of the country to another 
and try to instruct the people there, 
especially to come West. I know 
yee treat me civilly out of courtesy,“ 

e said, ‘‘but underneath all that you 
will have your own opinion, and a par- 
ticular opinion of us Boston folks, too.“ 
He thought many of them might feel 
very much as_the guard did down in 
Arizona when, ten years ago, a party of 
Boston people were coming through 
there en route to California. Geroni- 
mo’s band was on the warpath and it 
was necessary for the travelers to have 
a guard of soldiers. The head soldier 
was asked his honest opinion in regard 
to the danger which threatened the 
party and made this candid reply: I. 

n’t know how it will turn out, but Pd 
be perfectly willing to be scalped my- 
self if only I. could see you Boston 
people scalped first.’’ Relating one or 
two other amusing anecdotes to point 
his illustrations, Dr. Winship, after 
commending himself to the mercy of the 
teachers and expressing the hope that 
they would be as mild with him in their 
inward criticisms as possible, proceeded 
to give a talk on The Public School 
Crisis.“ 

‘“‘We always advance by crises,’ he 
argued, ‘‘and no nation so much as 
America. Every force for good moves 
forward on crises. In every crucial 
hour thus far America has risen upon a 
higher plane. Weare facing an hour in 
which the public school svstem is to be 
tested. He then traced the progress 
of the school idea in America from the 
common school, step by step, to the free 
school and at last to the public school, 

that central idea which was born in 
Philadelphia in 1817, when the atten- 
tion:of the people was drawn by a great 
eommerci@ crisis to the fact that mul- 


titudes of their poor men and women 
were unable to read or write. He gave 
a vivid description of the struggle of 
1835, when Thaddeus Stevens made his 
memorable plea before the Legislature 
and every unpledged man voted for free 
public schools all over the great State 
of Pennsylvania. He referred to the 
fabulous wealth of America, her mar- 
velous progress, her prosperity, beauty 
and grandeur on one hand, and her dan- 
ger onthe other, her awful criminal 
record, which shows that there are ten 
times as many people murdered as 
killed in railway accidents. We cannot 
altogether shield ourselves behind the 
barrier of foreign. immigration and in- 
toxicating liquors as a cause for all 
this crime. The danger lies here in our 
midst. 

Of the four nations on earth—Amer- 
ica, England, Germany and France— 
America has given her the problem of 
humanity to solve. England is acquisi- 
tive inevery fiber of her being. She 
has spread her kingdom out till the sun 
now shines continually on her domin- 
ions so as to give her light to see to 
pick up other territory. All that she 
has not laid her aggressive fingers on is 
the roof of Africa and Asia. She is the 
economic power of the world. 

Germany hasn’t a particle of this 
spirit. She doesn’t know how to pick 
up. She tried it not long ago with 
Samoa and the world has been laughing 
at her ever since. But Germany is the 
irtellectual focus. The scholars of the 
world come to sit at her feet. Her men 
grapple the great problems of the age 
and solve them. 

France is the social focus. Paris sits 
upon her throne and tells the women of 
the world what to wear and how to 
wear it. She has the women of the 
world at her feet. 

America must develop her power. 
J am a Yankee,”’ said the doctor, and 
I have a right to guess what that power 
will be. It is America’s mission to 
solve the problem of humanity, first be- 
cause she can, and second because she 
must. The problem is thrust upon us. 
It is a five-fold one—labor, liquor, loy- 
alty, race and religion. England plays 
with this problem as a cat plays with a 
mouse. She cuffs it and tells it to lie 
still’ while she goes off picking up 
something, with one eye on her mouse. 
When it stirs she rufs to it, cuffs it 
again and again bids it lie still.“ 

This problem of humanity must be 
solved with the children in our public 
schools; the children of the middle 
classes and every influence which lifts 
up the boys and girls is just so much 
power toward its solution. 

Dr. Winship was frequently inter- 
rupted with applause in the course of 
his remarks and was listened to most 
appreciatively. 

Although it is not obligatory on the 
teachers of the city schools to attend 
this institute, many are availing them- 
selves of its advantages. Prof. Ira 
More and Prof. C. E. Hutton of the 
Normal school were among the audience 
yesterday. 

The institute continues four days. 
There will be no evening sessions. 
This morning at 9 o’clock the routine 
work begins. The teachers will be di- 
vided into three sections, the first in- 
cluding those of the first, second and 
third years; the second, those of the 
fourth, fifth and sixth years, and the 
third those of the seventh, eighth and 
ninth years and High school. These 
sections will meet simultaneously in 
different rooms of the High school 
building.

Others can do 
good in aworthy cause in 4a similar, 
manner, or at least by expending 25: 
cents for a copy of Sunshine and

IHE CIVIL WAR. 


The Government’s History of the 
Mighty Struggle. 


Something About a Great Work—Its 
Magnitude and Usefulness. 


How Old Soldiers Can Obtain the 
Official Records 


Relating to the Services of Their Own 
Commands at Small Expense—Vol- 
_ ames Covering Important 
Campaigns. — 


Wasmrxoton, March 29, 1892.—[Spe- 


cial Correspondence of Tue Times. ] 
The “Official Records ofthe War and 
of the Rebellion, now being printed 
by the Government at Washington, is 
probably the most extensive publica- 
tion upon a single subject ever at- 


tempted. Already seventy-four large 


volumes, averaging over 1000 pages 
each, and three parts of the atlas in- 
tended to atcompany the work, have 
been issued. This publication is di- 
vided into four series, but series 1 is 
the only one of the four that is of gen- 
eral interest to the public, and con- 
sists of the reports, correspondence, 
orders, etc., of the commanders of both 
the Union and Confederate generals in 
the field during the war, to which are 
added all other official documents em- 
anating from officers, both civil and 
military, on both sides, which can in 
any possible manner explain the policy 
or motives of the two governments in 
the prosecution of the war—all ar- 
ranged by campaigns, in chronological 
order—the Union 2 appearing 
first in the volumes and the Confeder- 
ate papers following immediately there- 
after. 

Itis possible that at some time in 
the a more extensive publication 
was in existence. I havea faint recol- 
lection of having read, at some time in 
my life. of a novel or history said to 
have been in the possession of the 
anciéut Greeks, which consisted of 
8000 volumes, and it is possible that 
such a book may have existed, but the 
books of the ancients were not to be 
compared with those of modern times 
in compactness of arrangement, or the 
various forms of condensation now 
avaiable. It has been estimated that 
the Iliad of Homer in ancient times made 
twenty-four books or volumes, while 
the modern printer can readily put the 
whole mina small octavo volume. 
The volumes of the war records are 

rinted in large government octavo 
orm,. which is considerably longer and 
wider than the so-called octavos of the 

modern publisher; and if the 180 or 
140 volumes which itis expected the 
four series of this work will make when 
completed could be reproduced in the 
hieroglyphic rolls of the ancients, they 
would form a small library of not less 
than 8500 books, and greatly exceed 
the largest publication of antiquity; 
and when we read of the large libraries 
said to have been accumulated by the 
Greeks and others, thousands of years 
ago, this fact of modern nineteenth cen- 
tury condensation should be kept in 
mind. 
The individual who conceived the idea 
of printing these records builded better 
than he knew. Besides forming an in- 
valuable history, it also constitutes a 
most valuable text or reference book 
for the use of the officials who have 
charge of the investigation of claims 
against the Goyernment, and I under- 
stand that in the Attorney-General’s of- 
fice these volumes are found. indispen- 
sable. In the ‘Treasury— which depart- 
ment really supervises the action of all 
the other departmentsin the adjudica- 
tion of claims—it has become a most 
convenient and reliable authority on 
many questions growing out of claims 
for losses of property during the war, 
and has probably already saved the 
Government many times the cost of its 
publication. 

As I said above, this work is probably 
the most extensive ever ufdertaken, 
but its value to future generations can 
scarcely be estimated. Itis the faith- 
ful and unbiased account by eye-wit- 
nesses of one of the greatest epochs in 
the history of a great Government—an 
epoch or era as important as the Amer- 
ican Revolution, and might with pro- 
priety be called the romance of the 
American people. In some respects it 
is probably more important than the 
revolutionary struggle itself, as its fa- 
vorable termination to the Union cause 
resulted in the freedom of 4,000,000 
of human beings who had been held in 
bondage by a Government «hich de- 
clared in its Bill of Rights that ‘‘all 
men are created equal.“ 

The preparation of this history of the 
great Rebellion was commenced more 
than twenty-five years ago, and a large 
force of clerks, under the direction of 
competent army officers, has been en- 
gaged from 1864 up to the present 
time in assorting, arranging and classi- 
fying the important papers which now 
form the text of this great work. It is 
to be etted that the Confederate 
archives available for the purpose of 
illustrating and adding completeness to 
this official history are not more full. 
Every effort has been made by the 
board having charge of the publicatiou 
to obtain all Confederate documents 
known. to be in existence for the pur- 
pose of incorporating them in the 
volumes, but all efforts until quite re- 
cently to excite an interest in this 
direction in the Southern mind have 
been futile; but recent publications. of 
. this work and the strictures contained 
‘in many private publications relating 
to the war haveinduced many of the 
prominent actors among the Confeder- 
ates who are still living or their de- 
scendents, to offer much valuable 
‘material for insertion in the War 
Records. This will greatly increase 
the value of the later volumes for his- 
torical purposes. 

Unfortunately the great extent of the 
work places it beyond the reach of 
many of the old soldiers of the war. 
Series 1 (which is really the only part 
of the work of interest to the general 
public) will make about 110 volumes, 
or books, consisting of about 1000 
pages each. ‘Theaverage price of these 
volumes will de about 70 cents. Ac- 
companying this series will be a very 
elaborate and beautifully priated atlas. 
or series of war maps, which will 
thorougly illustrate the positions of the 
armies inthe many encounters of the 
war. This atlas will comprise about 
100 plates, or 200 pages of printed 
maps 18280 inches. 

The law providing for the printing of 
these records makes provision for the 
sale of a limited number of copies, and 
as each volume, with its parts, contains 


the history of a particular campaign or | 


series of battles, skirmishes, etc., be- 
tween the opposing armies, it is possi- 
ble for ap old soldier to provide himself 
with ap authentic official history of the 
events in which he tooka prominent 
part at a comparatively small cost; 
and for the information of those desir- 
ing to avail themselves of this privilege 
a list of the volumes already published, 
with the names of the more important 
battles, skirmishes, raids, expeditions, 

etc., in each will be. given id another 
letter. All the first five volumes of the 


work printed forsale and distribution 
have been disposed of, and no copies 
can now be obtained, except at second- 
hand bookstores, and they are very hard 
to find even at such places.

ON A FOREST TRAIL. 


LIEUT. SCHWATKA AND PARTY 
ON BRITISH SOIL. 


They Meet With Indians’ for Jnneau--- 
A Scarcity of Provisions Causes Some 
Alarm Among the Membors of the 
Expedition. 


[No. International Press Association. ] 

British NORTHWEST TERRITORY, June 
9. 1891.—The half day's rest at the 
pole-bridge camp also gave them an- 
other half day on June 6, caused by the 
ee losing the trail. A few miles 

‘yond the pole b idge this trail splits 
in o its two main branches, the north- 
ern one wh ch we should not take ages | 
the shorter and terminating in my ol 


explorations of 1883, at a large lake 
(Takou) near the head of the Yukon. 
This northern 


trail is now very seldom 


travelled by the Indians, as the fur- 
bearing country it taps is given up 
wholly to the Chilkats, who reach it by 
another trail. The weather was yet 
heavy and threatening the morning of 
the 6th,as we gc’ vay. The white 
men had been ob to repair the 
pole bridge the ev 
rains having brought wn diiftwood 
that damaged it. It was a good 
morning for dusky grouse on the 
trail and a number were secured 
with the Winchester shot-gun by mem- 
bers of the party. The junction of the 
two trails proved to be on a wide 
stretch of broken, angular gravel. The 
trail for us—the northeastern— 

ere led sharply up the mountain slope, 

the northern path being much the 
plainer of the two; hence our packers’ 
mistake. These numerous vel 
slides were exasperating to travel over. 
The gravel was of an uniform angular 
character as if it had oome from a rock- 
breaker and intended for railway 
ballasting or the macadamizing of a 
road. Here was enough to have 
ballasted the whole length of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, the longest 
road in the world, and plenty to spare 
for constructing all the roads 
that could be made in Ya A county, 
Arizona, the largest e in the 
United States. If a rail 


through this country—* I think 
not unlikely for reason 1 will give 
later—it certainly will b ied 
with this necessary and u „ expen- 


sive material of construction. 

As we rapidly ascended the moun- 
tain slope by a well defined triil 
af.er the gravel cones were left b hind 
we had the best view of the count 
that the route bad yet presented. 
Between the two trails lay a great bald 
mountain, with rounded top crowned 
with two conspicuous black objects, 
looking not unlike two houses, and 
these could be seen for miles on either 
side. I think they were huge erratic 
boulders even at this high altitude. I 
named this butte the The Trail Split- 
ter,” from its position with regard to 
the two trails already described. That 
night we camped on the high slope, 
1,350 feet above the river, and where it 
was not eat y work to find enough fat 
space to even make our beds, so as not 
to roll down the hill. 

Sure enough Robert“ joined us as he 
had promised, and which I hadhardly 
oxpected from the great distance he 
had had to travel. At this camp the 
Indians found a small pine squirrel in 
the stunted spruce, and the way they 
turned out en masse after it would 
have led one to believe that they w rz 
on the verge of starvation. Afier 
an exciting chase of ten minutes 
or so they secured the two-ounce affa‘r 
and proceeded to cook it. I knew a 
nitive, at another time, to shoot one 
with a 10-guage Winchester shotgun, 
the cartridge used weighing more than 
the carcass. There were a great many 
snowbanks on the trail the next fore- 
noon (7th) which still led upward until 
the aneroids showed 2652 feet above 
river level. They were not bad 
in the early forenoon but later, when 
itis warmer. they are very exasperating 
to encounter. Despite the melting 
snow through which we floun- 
dered we fouhd no drinking water 
anywhere, the velly and loose 
soil absorbing it all as rapidly as it was 
formed. As we descended the slope, 
however, the springs reappeared and by 
the time the valley was reached it was 
quite swampy in many places. Old 
mo signs were seen everywhere 
but nota hair of the animals them- 


* 
selves. In certain low swampy lo- 
calities N the mosquitoes and 
gnats ve thew: to thehigher, cooler 
altitudes. 
Early that afternoon we came to an 
open but brushy country covered 
with a kind here known as moose- 
bush.” It is much harder to

aense, tnan any other kina 1 Know of, 
and it requiresa skilled backwoods- 
man indeed to follow a trial through it 


unless very well traveled. In another 
hour the moose-bush had disappeared 
and a beautiful park country stretched 
out ahead of us. It wason the summit 
between two forks of the Takou and, 
while pleasing to the eye as it broke 
on us, we found it marshy enough un- 
der foot. Here is a large sha:low lake, 
draining both ways, and on its shores 
were camped Indians who were out- 
ward bound to trade furs at Juneau. 
Near them our own Indians had camped 
in order to trade for moccasins with the 
others, their own being about vorn out. 
For some t me there had been growing 
complaints in anticipation of the Indian 
food supply running low. They had 
brought only about a week’s supply, an 
amount which they can easily dis 

of in half that time, and certain kinds 
were now running out. They were 
especially pathetic over Rear a luxury 
that they seldom bad but which now, 
singularly enough, seemed indispensa- 
ble. A moose, or a couple of caribou, 
which we had every right to_expect, 
would have settled the question for 
probably the whole portage, but the 
chances for game seemed to be fading 
faster every day. So when Robert“ 
asserted that it would yet take six days 
to reach the big lake, where the pack- 
ers’ contracts ended, they decided to 
send one member back to the head of 
canoe navigation after food, while they 
would divide his pack among them and 
follow the trail until he overtook them, 
while I agreed to feed them from my 
own suppiies until then. Paddy.“ a 
good-natured Takon of fat, squatty 
proportions was selected for the return 
and I curled up the corners of his 
mouth by giving him an extra pair of 
moccasins to make it in. He got away 
early next morning but the packers 
were much slower in getfing ‘*a move 
on them.” They were k in less than 
two hours, having made only a short 
distance, Paddy's“ load appearing 
extra burdensome divided amo 
them. They reported a number o 
white grouse (partridge) as hav- 
ing been seen in the open places, 
but we saw none later. Near 
the trail we saw a beautiful, bubbling 
spring boiling two or three inches 
above the level in its center. Its water 
was ice-cold, however, and it was the 
only one of the kind that we saw in the 
whole trip. 

About the middle of the forenoon we 
again came to a large party of fur- 
traders on their way to Juneau, and 
there was no mistaking their errand, 
for every one of them was loaded with 
furs. There was an Indian boy about 
12 years old, who had a of them 
nearly as big as himself. I estimated 
its weight at a fair forty pounds, while 
others thought it might even fifty. 
The little fellow seemed proud of bis 
burden as we inspected it and even his 
father seemed happy—though married, 
for he had three wives. Just before 
noon we reached the next fork of the 
Takou at a seeond pole bridge, it, too, 
being thrown over a foamir ataract. 
From this point on the re two 
trails that rejoined befor the big lake 
was reached. The usual ne led over 
that at this 
time of year was liab be seriously 
obstructed with snow, while the other, 


although being the longer. simply kept 
lower and avoided much of it. All he 


outgoing Indian fur traders 
advised us earnestly to take 
the lower trail, which we did. 


Tiere was but little trouble in finding 
it, butas the upper one was the plainer, 
signs had to be left so that Paddy“ 
would not go astray. That afternoon I 
shot a dusky grouse. and about the 
sume time we lost the new trail for 
quite a wh ie. . 


We now crossed many bogsor swarr pi” 


that half a foot or so below the surface 
were solid ice. The bunch grass in 
them gave the hardest walking of all, 
The black, swollen ankles at night 
showed plainly how it told on the 
heavily laden packer. Rabbit signs 
being numerous brought out the 
curious theory from the Indians that 
about every seven years these little 
animals have a period of maximum or 
minimum numbers. If this is so, we 
had. probably struck the minimum 
period, not only for the rabbits, but of 
all other game that indulged in varia- 
ble quantities; and that the signs hun 
over from the maximum. We had real- 
ly seen game s gus enough to have sup- 
lied a battalion by fair hunting, and to 
ustify keeping out guards to prevent 
them running over the camp, but out- 
side of the guita-percha goat and some 
wrought iron grouse we had tasted no 
fresh meat so far. is 
Before)starting the next morning the 
Indians sent up signal smokes to guide 
„Paddy“ on the trail. The third pole 
bridge, over a most furious cascade was 
soon after. All that day we 
were plowing through moose-brush 
and floundering through marshy parks. 
The Indian trail seemed to prefer the 
bogs to the solid ground with its 
matted brush. Along the way, at 
every rest, signal smokes were sent u 
for Paddy, the packs mostly covere 
with waterproof canvas. suffering 
several holes as the result of the falling 
sparks. We now encountered a low, trail- 
ing plant, known as Hudson bay tea, 
that afterward remained abundantly 
witb us. It is said that it makes an 
infusion similar to cheap tea flavored. 
with nutgalls, but this flattering de- 
scription did not tempt us to try it. 
That night we camped in a forest of 
dead, burnt .;mber which, rotting as it 
stood, showed that the locality was not 
given to ga'esx. Just asa couple of In- 
dians were starting back to look up 
paddy.“ that individual, covered with 
smiles, hove in sight. He had easily 
guided himself by the smokes and fires 
and was loaded with “‘grub’’—the In- 
dian's only idea of the English language 
for food. That night the camp was a 
happy one.
